The document is said to be the most 
vigorous diplomatic paper President 
Viilson and Secretary Lansing ever 
have drafted. It covers the activicics 
of German submarines since the J.usi- 
tania disaster and is intended to force 
the question of a speedy settlemcnt of 
the submarine issue by- making plain 
that only an immediate change in Ber- 
lin’s policy can prevent a rupture in 
the friendly relations between the two 
countries. © 

Count von Bernstorff, the German 
Ambassador, acting under instructions 
from his Government, will discuss the 
submarine crisis in general terms with 

retary Lansing ot 4 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon. It was indicated that the con- 
ference would not delay the sending of 
the note or cause any change in its 
terms. 

It was understood that the Ambassa- 
dor has no instructions to discuss any 
specific case in controversy between the 
two Governments, but to take up the 
subject broadly and to seek the view- 
point of the American Government in 
the present situation. 

There were some indications today that 
Ambassador Gerard has been infezme4 
by the Berlin Foreign Office of its de- 
sire to meet the wishes of the United 
States if it is shown that the channel! 
steamer Sussex was destroyed by a sitb- 
marine, in violation of the German “ov- 
ernment’s instructions and that Count 
von Bernstorff was authorized to make 
such a statement, in general terms, to 
Secretary Lansing 

Secretary Lansing and President 
Wilson conferred early today on the 
note, which was discussed at the Ca»- 
inet meeting. It was announced that 
nothing had come up to prevent the 
dispatch of the note.

Court Gives Out Anonymous 
Communications and Con- 
siders Ordering Mistrial. 


SEVENTH DAY OF TRIAL 


Arguments Between Judge Kim- 
mel and Prosecutor Have De- 
layed Taking of Evidence. 


Circuit Judge Kimmel this morn- 
ing considered the advisability of or- 
dering a mistrial in the arson cases 
of Julius R. Bersch, Harold G. Gil- 
more and Harry C. Imel, which have 
been on trial for a week. This action 
was taken following the receipt, by 
three of the jurors, of anonymous let- 


ters attacking the Judge and the de- 
fendants. 

Judge Kimmel, in chambers, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he had no 
objection to the text of the letters be- 
ing printed in the Post-Dispatch. ‘‘The 
letters will be made a matter of pub- 
lic record,” Judge Kimmel said. 

“TI have just read them to Britt (the 
court stenographer) and they will be 
read into the record.”” The text of the 
letters, which were identical in phrase- 
ology, follows: 

“This is a time when your man- 
hood is tested. Do not permit the 
crooked Judge to influence you, You 
are trying a set of the biggest 
crooks amongst firebugs.”’ 

fiet Letters at Homes. 

The letters were received by the three 
jurors at their homes, when they re- 
turned there yesterday from the trial. 
The jurors receiving the letters were La- 
ser Hess of 6164 Berlin avenue, Ward Lee 
of 3625 Blain avenue and Daniel H. 
Mack of 4626 Labadie avenue. 

Each letter was typewritten. The 
names of the jurors appeared only on 
the envelopes, which were postmarkea 

t 3:30 p. m. yesterday at Central Sta- 
tion. 


The three jurors handed the letters to 


Judge Kimmel, when the seventh ses- 
sion of the trial started this morning. 


The Judge read them, and passed then: |

Judge Kimmel permitted reporters to 
copy the letters at his desk, and later 
passed them to other attorneys for the 
defense and for the State. 

Circuit Attorney Harvey asked per- 
mission to‘look up law points, to see 
what effect the receipt of such letters 
by jurors would have upon the trial. 

The jury was sent to its room, and 
considerable time was taken by the 
Judge and attorneys on both sides in 
looking up precedents. 

‘Judge’s Comment on Letters. 


When a reporter asked Judge Kimmer 
for comment upon the incident of the 
receipt of the letters by the jurors, the 
Judge said: 

“They speak for themselves. I have 
never heard of letters of their character 
being sent to jurors in all the time that 
I have been practicing law.’’ 

The Judge then read to the reporter 
decisions bearing on influences being 
brought on juries, and indicated that he 
would order a mistrial. 

There was discussion, among counsel 
for the State, as to whether the order 
ot a mistrial under such circumstances 
would preclude the retrial of the three 
defendants, on the ground that once 
having been placed in jeopardy they 
could not be tried again.

NEW YORK, April 18.—Wolfe von

embassy, was «arrested here today in 
Capt. von Papen’s former office at 60

agents -of the Department of Justice. 
Von Igel is the fifth of the men indict- 
ed yesterday, including Von Papen. 
charged with conspiracy to blow up the 
Welland Canal. 

Von Igel's nare had been withheld by 
the Federal authorities pending his ar- 
rest. When the four agents of the De- 
partment of Justice entered his office 
today he was assisted in resisting then: 
by George von Skaal, an employe. Von 
Igel, before he war overpowered, suc- 
ceeded in reaching @ safe tn the far 
corner room, banging the door shut and 
turning the combiration. He was not 
subdued, the Federal agents said, until 
they pointed revolvers at him. He then 
declared he was on Germany territory 
and that the United States authorities 
had no right to invade that territory. 

“Go ahead and shoot,”’ his captors re- 
ported that he said. “It will only cause 
war between the United States and Ger- 
many. You have nc right to invade this 
office. It is German territory. These 
are Russian methods.” 

Arraignment Postponed. 


Von Igel made a similar statement 
when taken hetore Judge Howe to be 
arraigned. Lacxiny a lawyer, he was 
told by the Court that his arraignment 
would be postponed until later, when his 
plea that he had been illegal'y arrested 
could be formally entered.

GREEK KING’S 


DIVINE RIGHT | 
IS ASSAILED BY VENIZELOS 


Former Premier Resents Interference in Liberal 
Meetings—Says Recent Election Was 
Farce, Majority Overridden. 


ATHENS, April 18.—The Liberal morn- 
ing papers comment bitterly on the ac- 
dion of the police during the rioting Sun- 
day, while the Government organs 
throw the blame on the Liberals’ It is 
announced that Liberal meetings will 
be resumed after Easter, the Liberal 
party meanwhile taking action against 
the police authorities for allowing, it 1s 
alleged, the presence at their meetings 
of agents whose object was to provoke 
riotous events. 

“TI beg you to bring the events of yes- 
terday and the earnest protest of a ma- 
jority of Greeks to the knowledge of the 
American people, who have struggled 
for sotong to establish free speech as 
the fundamental right of free peoples,’’ 
said ex-Premier Venizelos to the Asso- 
ciated Press. 

“‘Here in Greece we are confronted by 
the question whether we are to have a 
democracy, presided over by a King, or 
whether, at this hour in our history, we 
must accept the doctrine of the divine 
right of kings. 

Election Called a Farce. 

“The present Government represents 
in no sense the majority of the Hellenic 
people. We Liberals twice within a year 
received the vote of a majority. At the 
last election, which was nothing more 
than a burlesque of the free exercise of 
the right of suffrage, we were not will- 
ing to participate in a farcical formality 
where, owing to the mobilization, it 
would have been possible. Indeed, :t 
was the Government's intention to keep 
the Liberal voters with the colors and 
not allow them to cast their ballots, 
while their opponents would be given 
every facility tocrush the Liberal party 
by a vote which could not have repre- 
sented more than a small minority of 
the Greek people. 

“We refuse to take part in this sinis- 
ter comedy. The present Government of 
Greece is, therefore, nowise represent- 
ative, and we Liberals have left to us 
cnly our right of free speech and free 
assemblage, guaranteed by the Consti 
tution, as the sole means of taking 
counsel among ourselves; of trying tv 
enlighten the population of the country 
and perhaps of exercising a pacific 
pressure of the will of the majority 
upon a Government not representing 
the majority. 

“Now it is even sought to deny us 
this. The meetings organized by the 
Liberal party were not even those free 
and open ones to which we have our 
right. Our meetings were held in in- 
closed buildings. Those who came to 


cut our doorkeepers, put in their own! 
and let enter whomsoever they, the pu- 
lice, wanted to be present at our meet- 
ings. 

“It is a denial of every constitutional 
liberty. You, yourself, have witnessed 
with what patience we Liberals—a ma- 
jority of the Greek people—have sub- 
mitted for months to a Government 
which is nowise constitutional. 

Insists on People’s Rights. 

“The mamgnt has come when the po- 
sition of the highest functionary, which 
every King of the Hellenes ought to 
occupy, must so strictly be defined that 
it will forever be impossible to raise 
again the question of the divine right 
of kings in Greece; it will forever be 
impossible for any Government, hiding 
behind the person of the sovereign, to 
arrogate to itself rights which reside 
only in the whole Hellenic people. 

“Understand me. I am not talking in 
any sense of the possibility of a re- 
public in Greece. I insist only on our 
rights—our constitutional rights, our 
rights as free people which ourselves 
we have gained by the force of arms 
and which we have no intention te 
abandon.”’ 


Sir EdWardgd Grey Explains Measures 
Taken in Greek Territory. 

LONDON, April 18.—Moasures 
taken by the entente allied govern- 
ments in Greek territory, in Greek 
territorial waters ang which Greece 
has protested, followed as a natural 
consequence from the decision to 
send an expedition to help Séervia, a 
decision which was arrived at in the 
first instance at the request of 
Greece herself, said Sir Edward Grey, 
British Foreign Secretary, in the 
House of Commons today. 

The Foreign Secretary's statement 
was made in reply to a series of 
questions as to whether protests had 
beén received from Greece: whether 
an invitation to send assistance was 
received from the then Premier of 
Greece, and after the change of Gov- 
ernment and policy of Greece. He 
added that the allies could not re- 
cede from the undertaking they had 
given. Corfu was the nearest place 
of refuge for the Servians, he said, 
so they were sent there, and their 
presence on the island and of the al- 
lied forces at Saloniki made it neces- 
sary to take certain precautions on 
Greek islands to protect the land 
forces and shipping from German 
submarines operating in the Aegean 
Sea.

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THE HAGUE, April 18.—Samuel S. 
McClure of New York has atrived nere 
after a three months’ tour of Germany. 
Belgium, Poland, Austria-Hungary and 
Turkey during which he met in the 
countries visited high personuges in all 
the Governments and discussed with 
them various phases of the war. 

McClure says he made it a point to 
investigate reports in the United %iatex 
that German babies are dying from 
lack of milk. He qualifies these re- 
ports as ludicrously untrue. Far from 
being true, he says, German babies 
never were in better health an! in- 
fant mortality is lower than ever be- 
fore in the history of the empire. The 
same thing is true with regari to schov! 
children and the people generally, hbe- 
cause health conditions are now more 
closely watched by the Government. 

Health of Soldiers Good. 

Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, the Ger- 
man Imperial Chancellor, toid Mcvlure 
that the health of the soldiers was ac- 
tually better than it would have been 
‘if they had followed the ordinary civil- 
ian occupations. Voluminous Govern- 
ment statistics from 2 of the larger 
cities in Germany secured by Mevlure 
show that the infant mortality, roughly 
speaking, was 10 per cent less in 1915 
than in 1914. For Berlin it was i7 per 
cent less. The last quarter in 1915 shows 
a record low figure for infant mortality 
‘in Berlin of 11 per cent, compared with 
19.6 per cent for the third quarter of 
1914. 

McClure also made a special] study of 
Germany’s submarine policy, on which 
he obtained an exact and authoritative 
statement which defines Germany's 
standpoint since the resignation of Ad- 
miral von Tirpitz as Minister of Ma- 
rine. This statement, which is dated 
April 15, follows: -

“2. Regarding neutral ships: Germany 
respects both the rights of neutrals and 
the principles of humanity—that is neun- 
tral merchantmen are sunk only if they 
carry contraband and cannot be wrought 
into port by a prize crew. No neutYal 
ship is sunk without previously deter- 
mining her identity and cargo and only 
after the saving of the lives of the pas- 
sengers and crew. This also applies tu 
néutral ships in the war zone. 

"3. Germany takes into consideration 
the principles of humanity, inasmuch as 
she never sinks enemy passenger steam- 
ers (liners) without warning, and only 
after the saving of the lives of passen- 
gers and crew. Asa portion of the ene- 
my passenger steamers, however, are 
armed, and as the English admiralty or- 
ders which were found on British ships 
are published in the German memoran- 
dum of Feb. 8, give every reason to ex- 
pect that they will use their armament 
for offensive purposes, it is possible a 
naval fight may occur between such 
armed passenger boats and the German 
naval forces. For this reason it is ad- 
visable for neutral passengers to avoid 
traveling on armed enemy passenger 
boats. 

“4, In order to maintain international 
passenger traffic of neutrals, the Ger- 
man Government several months ago 
suggested entering into negotiations 
with neutral Governments and designa- 
ted as absolutely safe certain specially 
marked neutral steamers which would 
follow certain routes previously agreed 
upon. See the note handed to the Ame-- 
ican Ambassador, June 8, 1915.” 


GREATER MUNITION EFFORTS ARE 
NEEDED THOMAS TELLS FRAN" 


“We Must Equal the Effort of Menac- 
ing, Sleeplcss Enemy,” He Says 
at Creosote Works. 

PARIS, April 18.—A warning that 
France must make still greater effcrts 
was given by Albert Thomas, the Mu- 
nitions Minister, in an address yos‘er- 
day at the Creusot works. Thonias 
praised the efforts of the workers and 
continued: 

“But these efforts, great as they are, 
are still insufficient. The enemy had

OF NOTES ON PORK 


Professor Also Includes Con- 
gressman’s Attitude Toward 
Preparedness in His Criticism 


“Pork” and preparedness are the 
themes of briskly worded letters 
which have been exchanged »y Prof. 
Roland G. Usher of Washington Uni- 
versity, author of “Pan-Germanism,” 
and Representative Jacot EB. Meeker 
of the Tenth District. 

Prof. Usher’s letter, finding fault 
with Meker’s acts and attitude as a 
Congressman, was made public by 


Meeker in Washington according to 
dispatches. It is as follows: 

During your recent campaign 
you had a great deal to say about 
representing your constituents. 
I beg to inform yoy that you are 
not successfully d@fRg it. We are 
in favor of adequate preparedness 
out here and do not aprove of the 
Hay bill nor of pork and other 
forms of graft. The Shields bf) 
is a particularly bad example, 
and I do not know anybody out 
here who does not want you to 
vote against it. I hope your sec- 
retary will put this into your ear 
whic you are laying to the 
ground this morning. There is a 
loud noise here, and I hope you 
hear it. 


Hay Bill’ im Senate. 

The Hay bill, which is in the Senate 
after having been passed by the House, 
ic a measure for increasing the regular 
ermy to a strength of 170,000. Chair- 
man Hay of the House Military Com- 
mittee declared that the bill had Presi- 
dent Wilson’s approval. 

The Shields bill provides that permits 
for the use of water power on navigable 
streams shali be issued, for terms up 
to 50 years, by the Secretary of War, 
and that at the ends of these terma, 
water power plants may be taken over 
by the Government at a fair valuation. 
The Senate has, passed this bill, and it 
is before the House. 

Meeker, in his reply to Prof. Usher, 
said he had not yet had a chance to 
vote on the Shields bill, and hoped that 
his vote would satisfy even Prof. Ush- 
er. He asked that Prof. Usher point ou* 
a “‘pork’’ measure for which he (Meek- 
er) had voted, and urged Prof. Usher, 
instead of abstract agitation for a big 
army, to use his ability as a speaker 
and writer to get young men to enlist 
in the army. The problem of getting 
even 20,000 new enlistments is a se- 
rious one, Meeker wrote, quoting from 
a conversation he had with Adjutant- 
General McCain. 


What MeCaig Said. 

“He said to me,’’ Meeker wrote, ‘‘that 
the proneness of citizens to send letters 
and telegrams urging big armies on pa- 
per, while those same men are doing 
little or nothing toward getting just 
20,000 new enlistments, is such as to 
make army officers sit down and 
think.”” Meeker said he had voted for 
“everything in sight looking toward 
Freparedness, except the Kahn amend- 
ment.”’ 

The Kahn amendment, which was de- 
feated in the House, would have altered 
the Hay bill so as to provide for an 
army of 220,000. This is practically up 
tc the strength provided by the Cham- 
berlain measure, in the Senate.

‘Voodpeckers, Titmouse and Others of 
Feathered Tribe in Need of Stumps 
and Dead Limbs for Havwens. 
Sixty "members of the St. Louis ‘Bird 
Club visited St. Louis parks Saturday 
for observations of birds. The reports 
of the group leaders gave a total of 35 
tirds observed. These included 11 kinds 
not observed on a previous excursion. 
In Tower Grove Park were seen plen- 
ty of crested titmouse and house wron. 
The cowbird and chewink abounded in 
Shaw’s Garden, while in Forest Park 
th» chewink, purple martin, white 
breasted nuthatch, vesper sparrow, myr- 
tle warbler, red-headed woodpecker, 
blue-gray gnatcatcher and Bewich's 

wren were observed. 

The latter were seen in one of the 

brush heaps which are collected for 
curnine after the tree pruning period. 
The club suggests that some of these 
brush heaps left in out of the way 
places would prove beneficial for the 
birds and would encourage then to re- 
main in the parks permanently. 
Birds were seen entering and leaving 
holes in old stumps, indicating that 
nest-making time has come. The bird 
fanciers say that such attractive birds 
as the woodpecker, the titmouse and tne 
bluebird are forced to leave localities 
where dead limbs and hollow stumps 
are systematically removed, for the 
want of a haven. They will advocate 
the retention in parks of a part of the 
decayed trees as nesting places for the 
birds. .

other forms of social service and char- 
ity work. 

He was especially impressed with the 
work of the Open-Air School, 5436 Nat- 
ural Bridge avenue, for anemic and un- 
der-nourished children. ‘‘This school,” 
he said, ‘‘is the best of its kind in the 
country, so far as I know. It is. wisely 
planned and economically administered, 
to give its pupils a start in health, 
and at the same time a start in educa- 
tion. 

“Its work should be extended through- 
out the city, and this could be done, at 
comparatively small expense, by con- 
verting one room in each building into 
an open-air room. This would not re- 
quire new construction, but only an en- 
largement of window space. The room 
should be open on two sides, and if the 
location will permit, on three sides. 

Heat Necessary at Times. 

“Heat will be necessary on some days, 
and so the heating arrangements need 
not be changed, but in some buildings 
the open-air room will have to be cut 
out of the ventilation arrangement, so 
as not to upset the ventilation of the 
other rooms. The open-air room should 
preferably be on an upper floor.”’ 

Dr. Hatfield said the treatment of tu- 
berculosis in St. Louis’ private institu- 
tions was very favorably spoken of else- 
where. He mentioned Mount St. Rose 
Hospital, which is for tuberculosis pa- 
tients, as an institution of high stand- 
ing, and he commended the method used 
at the new Barnes Hospital. 

“Perhaps the most effective modern 
way of treating tuberculosis,” he said, 
“is to set aside part of a general hos- 
pital, as has been done at Barnes Hos- 
pital, with sleeping porches. There is 
no danger of infection to other patients, 
and the needed medical supervision is at 
hand. 

“While St. Louis has a good record in 
treating tuberculosis in private institu- 
tions, I am informed that it is not pro- 
viding its municipal health authorities 
with proper facilities, either in legisla- 
tion or in appropriations. This, it seems 
to me, must be the reason why St. Lous, 
which is one of the healthiest cities in 
the country, with a very low general 
death rate, does not make a good show- 
ing in the matter of its death rate from 
tuberculosis.

HANGING OF JUDAS 
FASTER SIGHT FOR 
TROOPS IN MEICO 


Odd Custom Is Practiced 
Many Cities in Chihuahua 
On Coming Saturday.

SALOON IS SCENE 


Effigy Is Lowered From Upper 
Window by Rope Stretched 
Across Street.

WASHINGTON, April 
hua City is, figuring with almost 
much persistence in the news dispatches 
of today as did Vera Cruz during the 
‘Tampico incident,’ yet the average 


American's only mental association with 
the name of the capital of the largest 
state in the Mexican republic is that 
‘it’s the place the funny little dogs 
come from’,’”’ says a primer, issued by 
the National Geographic Society of 
Washington, which tells of the impor- 
tance of this city of 40,000 inhabitants, 
whose history antedates by more than 
a quarter Of a century the first perma- 
nent settlement made by Europeans in 
the United States, at St. Augustine, 
Fla., in 1566. 

“The march ‘f Gen. Pershing’s ex- 
peditionary force marks the third visit 
of a body of United States soldiers to 
this center of the mining industry of 
the State of Chihuahua, which is as 
large as the combined areas of Ohio 
and Pennsylvania,’’ continues the bul- 
letin. ‘‘During the Mexican war, tht 
unique Missouri lawyer, Col. A. W. 
Doniphan, captured the city with a 
force of less than 1000 men in 1847, and 
ix the same war it fell again before the 
Americans under Gen. Price. 

“It seems practically certain. that 
some of Gen. Pershing’s soldiers will 
spend Easter week in Chihuahua, where 
they will have an opportunity to wit- 
ness one of the oddest customs prac- 
ticed in any civilized country—the 
‘hanging of Judas’ on Saturday before 
Easter Sunday. 

This ceremony is performed in many 
cities, and usually takes place before 
a pulque saloon. A rope is stretched 
from an upper window, of the saloon 
to a building across the street. It is 
lowered and an effigy, a curious affair, 
usually with a grotesque nose, like our 
comic valentines, a high hat and a 
long-tail coat, is tied to it. Then the 
rope is drawn taut as soon as a match 
has been applied to the coat-tail fuse. 

The crowd assembles as_ the figure 
burns. Suddenly there is a loud explo- 
sion as the fuse burns to the center 
of the figure, and a wild scramble fol- 
‘ows for the hat, or the shoes, or per- 
haps the coat—a prize for some lucky 
onlooker.”’ 

2° the 23,191 mining properties listed 
in Mexico in 1906 five-sixths of them 
produce silver and of these the Santa 
Eulalie, 12 miles outside Chihuahua, is 
the most famous. It has produced as 
high as 20,000 tons of silver-bearing ore 
a month. The handsome parish church 
in the capital, which was in the course 
of construction for three-quarters of a 
century, was built from a tax levied on 
the output of this mine. 

“While the mining industry in the ter- 
ritory contiguous to Chihuahua City is 
four times as important as the agricul- 
tural interests, nevertheless the raising 
of corn, fruits and c On is important, 
and an interesting feature of the last- 
named product is that its manufacture 
into cloth dates back to the days of Cor- 
tez, who sent to his sovereign, the Kinz 
of Spain, some of the finely woven ma- 
terial from the land which utilized cot- 
ton for clothing even before Europe 
knew its uses.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


- Progressive Jefferson County. 
Toe the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

By a vote of nearl.- 3 to 1, Jefferson County 
today adopted a bond issue of $500,000 for road 
and bridge purposes. An editorial in the Post- 
Dispatch during the progress of the campaign re- 
ferred to Jefferson County as being “In the Spot- 
light.” We are glad to report that Jefferson Coun- 
ty has acted her part in a way to share the plau- 
dits enjoyed by our sister county following the 
adoption of a $3,000,000 bond issue. 

We want to thank the Post-Dispatch for the 
generous space devoted to the good roads cam- 
paign in Jefferson County. The chairman of the 
Publicity Committee of the St. Louis county good 
roads organization, Fred Essen of Clayton, ren- 
dered invaluable service by “ironing out wrinkles 
at arbitration meetings,” where all voters opposed 
to the proposed bond issue were invited to par- 
ticipate in the discussions. We feel that the dis- 
tance between the beautiful and productive Ozark 
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ROOSEVELT’S HECKLING. 

One of the best comments on the Roosevelt 
Presidential campaign comes from a New York 
brokerage firm. It is in a letter sent to custo- 
mers in the ordinary course of business by A. A. 


Houseman & Co. The letter says: 

If a majority of the people of this country 
had not been with Mr. Wilson wishing to re- ° 
main at peace with the world, we should long 
ago have entered the war. There have been 
occasions enough for a warlike people. We 
are, by preference, a peaceful people. We 
have, so far, avoided the occasions and we 
are still at peace, and we should no doubt, 
be able to go steadily on in that way, but 
for the psychological necessities of politically 
ambitious men needing “issues.” 

The best and easiest way for us to get into 
the war is to submit our foreign relations to 
the turmoil and passion of party politics. See 
what is already happening. Mr. Roosevelt re- 
quires an issue on which to appeal to the emo- 
tions of the people. He assumes an heroic 
pose. He pitches into Mr. Wilson for having 
pursued a policy of peace wherein there was 
sacrificed, according to Mr. Roosevelt, certain 
precious American phrases touching national 
rights, honor and dignity. 

Now, if you ask Mr. Roosevelt what policy 
he would pursue—that is, what he would do 
if he were President—he only redoubles his 
denunciations of the Administration. Would 
he declare war? No; he would embrace any 
honorable expedient to avoid war; but he 
would not sacrifice the moral physical well- 
being of his country. That is as far as he will 
go and as far as Mr. Wilson has gone over and 
over, having used the identical phrases. They 
say the same things and, apparently, mean the 
same things, and, yet, Mrs Roosevelt, taunting 
the Administration with having behaved 
weakly, produces a nervous effect at Wash- 
ington, and there is more and more an inclina- 
tion to prove the taunt unfounded by taking 
a stiffer tone in foreign negotiations. Stiffer 
tones produce an effect of irritation abroad 
and cause responsive phrases to become hard 
and uncompromising. There arises an impres- 
sion on one side that the other is determined 
to humiliate its national pride and, on the 
other, a belief that war is desired, and so in- 
creases the danger. Over phrases, we have 
been nearer to a breaking point with Germany 
in the last ten days than ever was the case 
on account of the Lusitanta. 

It is anybody’s right of opinion to say we 
should or should not have gone into the war 
on any one of the several bold and clear cut 
issues that have existed since the beginning; 
Eut, surely, everybody will agree that we 
should not be teased and dared and heckled 
into it for purposes of party politics. 


This is a clear and correct statement of the 
political situation and an excellent analysis of 
Roosevelt’s attitude and conduct in relation to it. 
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WHIOH COUNTY NEXT? 

The success of the good roads bond issue in 
Jefferson County proves that the spirit of prog- 
ress started by St. Louis County is moving through 
the State. The result of the election—the second 
on the issue of good roads—reflects credit on the 
people. of Jefferson County. : 

This new victory should be only the forerun- 
ner of fresh campaigns in other counties. The 
radius of good roads around St. Louis should be 
extended to the farthest boundaries of the State. 

The work in St. Louis and Jefferson counties 
makes campaigning for good roads bonds easier. 
It blazes the way. It shows the men at the head 
of the good roads movement how to organize; how 
to conduct a campaign of education and how to 
bring out the vote. It gives them a stock of irre- 
sistible arguments. In a measure each campaign 
has an educationa) and stimulative influence on 
the people of other counties and thus contributes 
to the success of the next.

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THEFT OF AUTOMOBILES. 

The revelation, in the Lewis case, of the uses 
to which stolen automobiles may be put by des- 
perate thieves makes the problem of prevention of 
automobile theft of pressing importance. The 
Post-Dispatch has urged owners to take every 
known precaution in securing cars when left on 
the street. But auto thieves are frequently clever 
mechanics, and tricks are known to many of them 
that make all such precautions futile. Unless a 
car is actually watched, a thief may cut a chain 
on the wheels, cross wires sc as to secure igni- 
tion in spite of a locked switch box and even run 
off with a car by the use of a can of gasoline 
and a length of rubber tube, when the gasoline 
tank has been disconnected. 

Theft of automobiles is increasing in every big 
city. In Philadelphia last year over 750 were 
stolen. In St. Louis in the same year 582 were 
stolen, an increase of more than 100 per cent 
over 1914. 

It is impractical to have every machine 
watched. But if all precautions in the way of se- 
curing a car have been taken, the conclusion 
must be that the thief has made preparations that 
entitle him to be classed as a dangerous crim- 
inal. He is not merely making away with some- 
thing easy to take. He is equipped as is the 
burglar or highwayman. To treat him as a fool- 
ish first offender and parole him after conviction 
is a mistake. He has made himself a willful en- 
emy of society. 

The capture of the two auto bandits at St. 
Charles, following so closely on the Lewis reve- 
lations, will furnish an opportunity to teach auto- 
mobile thieves a lesson they will not soon forget. 
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Nothing is easier than to plunge a country into 
war. It is a statesman’s job to keep the peace. 
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ROCKEFELLER’S SALOON. 

Did your heart bleed, Gentle Reader, when you 
read this news of how the Standard Oil King 
“took over” a poor man’s saloon? 

NEW YORK, April. 17.—John Melin, the 
Sleepy Hollow inn keeper who defied John D. 
Rockefeller for years, was buried Sunday 
from the almshouse. 

John Melin years ago owned a corner plot 
in Sleepy Hollow, opposite the entrance to 
the Rockefeller estate. He had conducted a 
saloon there for years before Rockefeller 
came to Pocantico Hills, and refused to sell. 
Rockefeller bought all the property around 
Melin, he put in as tenants men employed on 
his estate and issued an order that none 
should patronize Melin. The result was that 
Melin lost his business and finally went to the 
almshouse, Rockefeller finally got the 
property. 

Of course he got it. And who can say but that 
this is the beginning of another monopoly, or a 
string of Rockefeller saloons? If beer goes up a 
cent a gallon every few days we shall know whom 
to suspect.

The formula 
olliows: Jordan almonds (blanched), 1 
oz.; bitter almonds, 3 drams; distilled 
water, 1 pint; bichloride of mercury 
(powdered), 15 grains. With half the wa- 
ter make the almonds into an emulsion, 
strain it and gradually add the mer- 
cu eviously dissolved in the other’ 
half of the water—some will have wast- 
ed—to make it measure exactly 1 pint. 
Take care that nothing alkaline or me- 
tallic touches the liquid. Apply after 
our night bath. Once-a-week lotion 
or oily hair, said to make it crisp and 
fluffy: One-eighth ounce bicarbonate 
of soda, same of borax and one ounce 
cologne water and half ounce rectified 
spirits; % ounce tincture cochineal and 8 
ounces distilled water. Mix and apply 
as a shampoo.

Teachers’ Benevolent Association. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The Teachers’ Benevolent Association, accord- 
ing to a circular issued ty its president on Feb. 
17, 1916, is for the purpose of helpjng teachers 
who, by reason of age or infirmity, are unable 
to help themselves. It claims an investment of 
over $100,000, an income from investment and dues 
of about $18,000, that 60 per cent of the teachers 
are enrolled and that the number of teachers in 
the city is about 2500. Its dues, according to the 
circular, are one per cent of the teacher’s sal- 
ary, provided that it shall not exceed $15 per 
ennum. (Thus collecting less than one per cent 
from the older, better paid members.) 

The circular is eilent as to the way in which 
a teacher may receive benefit from the asso- 
clation. It gives no details as to its investments, 
nor does it separate amounts received from dues 
from interest on investments. It does not make 
clear that only teachers who contribute shall 
receive the charity, thus failing to show that it 
is purely an insurance proposition, which it is. 
It does not show that the manner of giving aid 
fs so hedged arewnd wth restrictions that no self- 
respecting, truthful person would receive aid so 
long as it would be possible for them to receive 
charity from relatives, and such cid to be re- 
celved only after 35 years in harness. 

Every intelligent person who takes the neces- 
sary time to investigate the association will un- 
derstand that it is a faulty scheme of insur- 
ance, and that contributing to it would te un- 
wise, As a result, the better informed teachers, 
the most useful ones, from the standpoint of 
public benefit, will be put on the black list by 
the older members of the faculty, if present 
threats are carried out, while the less thoughtful 
will be advanced.

Suppose that two or three times a month 
such lamentable incidents kept occurring and that 
each time the offending officer tried to exculpate 
himself by some such flimsy story as that about 
Japanese torpedo boats being sighted 5000 miles 
or more from home. 

In what temper would outraged neutrals listen 
to such excuses? Would arbitration for the set- 
tlement of the last of many such outrages be ac- 
cepted as readily as though there had been but 
one outrage and that obviously due to a panicky 
commander’s error of judgment?

The death of the author of “Peck'’s Bad Boy,”

Peck, aspired to statesmanship, 
and are remembered solely for their suicidal fun- 
ny speeches. Mark Twain tragically yearned for 
literary dignity, but his own bad boys, Huck Finn 
and Tom Sawyer, played the mischief with his 
immortal fame. Eddie Foy will never be taken 
seriously as Hamlet, even if he is allowed to try 
it. The elder Sothern is known only through his 
“Dundreary.”’ 
But the jesters often servo as important a pur- 
pose at court as solemn ministers of state. Upon 
the world at large their effect and influence is 
greater. Humor, like joyous music, is a scarce 
commodity. You cannot count the stupid “great” 
men, the banal statesmen and eminent titled 
functionaries who bore and have bored this 
world. But the genuine humorists who have put 
the leaven into the lump of sogginess are a mero 
handful. And, like Peck, most of them have been 
sacrificed by the deadly Weapons they handled. 

Alter all, the humoris 
tyrs of all times. , 
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God’s mood it was to designate

On the score of the brutalities or fa- 
talities, the opponents of boxing are 
barking up the wrong tree.

That where, in all other sports 


punishment of an opponent is 
accidental, in pugilism it is IN- 
TENTIONAL. To be @ success- 
ful boxer one must not only be 
able to protect himself, but to 
hurt the other fellow. 


+ = * 
Punishment Is NOT Injury. 
I N limited round, no-decision bouts 
between capable men, the amount 
of INJURY done is, however, negligi- 


ble. A knockout ora stunning blow, 
mind you, is NOT an injury. It may 
INCAPACITAT the other fellow, 
WITHOUT DAMAGING him. 

And, lest you think this is pure ro- 
mancing, go and take a look at Har- 
ry Sharpe, who is now well into the 
forties, in years. While looking a: 
him, remember that this is the man 
who, while a mere youth, fought for 
77 rounds, or over five hours, in hail 
and snow, finally winning by a 
knockout in the longest glove fight 
to end in this manner in the history 
of the Queensberry rules. 

Certainly fighting did not hurt 
Sharpe, as you will agree, probably, 
nor many another sturdy specimen to 
be nuted, such as Bill Clarke, the Bel- 
tast Chicken, who recently died at 
the ripe age of 88, after being brough* 
up in the roughest school known to 
the boxing world—the English box- 
ing booth. 

Objections against boxing can-

State Commission Estimates Cost 
of Proposed Improvements 
at $2,532,000. 


POINTS OUT DANGERS 


Engineers Say Additional Protec- 
tion Should Be Undertaken by 
Private Enterprise. 


Higher levees are recommended for the 
Illinois River, in the report of the State 
Rivers and Lakes Commission on the 
Illinois River and its bottom Jands, with 
reference to the conservation of agricrl- 
ture and fisheries and the control of 
floods. 

It seems to the commission that the 
circumstances warrant the building of 
levees to a height about three feet above 
a great flood stage, assuming this to oe 
the flood of 1844. The excess height of 
levees is recommended to provide for 
wave wash and in emergency as a smal! 
factor of safety to prevent disaster im 
case of a greater flood. 

To comply with the recommendation 
the levees would be increased from two 
to three feet. The lowest levy is about 
six feet below what is regarded by the 
commission as a ppm ae 


Object of In 
The object of the been yO witch was 


made by John W. Alvord and Charlies 
B. Burdick, consulting engineers, ‘s to 
answer the following general questions: 

1, What future flood rates may rea- 
sonably be expected on the Milinols 
River. 

2. Is the present waterway sufficient 
to accommodate the future floods. 

3. What interests are affected by the 
vast and probable future improvements 
in the valiey? How is each interest af- 
fected and what is the relative imopur- 
tanc> of each? 

4. What plan can be followed to cor- 
rect the deficient waterway and to pro- 
duce a maximum benefit to the local in- 
terests and to the public? 

It is the conclusion of the commissivn 
that the average flood expectancy, about 
once in 50 years, is a flood about % per 
cent greater in rate than the fleod of 
1904, and that it is wise to protect the 
valley against such an expectancy, 

The conviction is expressed that the 
present farm levees are a menace to 
themselves in that they have so re- 
stricted the flood water channel and are 
lacking in height, generally speaking, 
to such an extent that they are likely to 
be overtopped in a great flood. 


im 1913. 
No great feed bas sual ween the 


river since the occupation of the valley 
with levees approaching the present 
scale of development. The nearest ap- 
proach to a grea‘ flood was in 1913. Al- 
though in that year the volume of water 
is estimated to have been slightly less 
than in 1904, its elevation in the vicinity 
of La Grange Dam, near the head of 
the most extensive levee system, was 
three feet greater than the flood of 1904, 
and substantially the same as the «ex- 
tremely high water of 1844. 

As nearly as the commission can est!- 
mate from rather incomplete data, the 
cost of bringing all the present levees 
up to the desirable plane would be about 
$2,532,000. The total expenditure, includ- 
ing this item and also the total cost of 
all future levee districts, is estimated at 
about $8,154,300, 

As to the means of accomplishment, ft 
seems proper to the commission that 
the additional protection should be ef- 
fected by private enterprise. It is he- 
lieved to be the duty of the State, how- 
ever, to advise the land owners as t») 
conditions and through the commission 
to regulate future constructions or e}- 
terations in present levees, so far as the 
powers of the commission extends.

MOVEMENT IS 
UNCERTAIN. IN 
STOCK MARKET 


War Shares Reflect Some Selling 
Pressure While Railroads 
Are Steady. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
-Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 18.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today, says: 

“Trading on the stock market today 
was again carried on under the shadow 
of the two influences which have domi- 
nated the exchange for days past— 
namely, the condition of our dealings 
with Mexico and the uncertdinties of 
the diplomatic interchanges with Ger- 
m 


any. 
“In the latter case attention naturally 
centered on the text, not yet made pub- 
lic, of the note to be sent to Berlin, in 
regard to the submarine issue. Fore- 
casts of the contents of the note being 
meager, the market preferred to await 
more definite information before draw- 
ing conclusions. Transactions, there- 
fore, were again almost wholly confined 
to the professional speculators. As usu- 
ally happens in a market which has 
fallen into this condition, the attention 
of the traders was directed first to one 
group of stocks and then to another, 
with buying in the copper shares and 
railroad stocks at one time offset by 
the general tendency to operate for a 
decline in munitions shares. 

“Today’s business on the exchange 
differed in no important particular 
from that of yesterday, except that the 
declines in most cases were not as se- 
vere. After a hesitating opening a de- 
cline set in which was unchecked for 
perhaps the first half hour, after which 
& moderate rally took place. 

“During most of the remainder of the 
day prices fluctuated aimlessly, except 
in the case of two or three specialties, 
in which losses or gains of several points 
occurred. The volume of trading de- 
clined as price fluctuations became more 
narrow, and in che afternoon the market 
was generally quiet with a good degree 
of firmness shown in the general run of 
prices. 

“In the railroad shares some fraction- 
al gains occurred. Aside from several 
Special stocks, the heaviest dealings 
were in the shares of the munitions 
companies, which were traded in at 
prices generally below yesterday's close, 
— higher than today’s lowest quota- 

ons. 


Market Is Irregular. 


“Following its custom, Wall street 
sought to find soine other reason for 
the action of stocks than the more ob- 
vious explanations, and aga‘n empha- 
sized the threatened drying up of the 
war orders as a renson for the behavior 
of the shares of munitions companies. 
The curious thing about this reasoning 
is, not that it shouid be put forth as a 
market influence, but that it was not 
advanced last week, when the alarm- 
ing statements were first made by men 
in close touch with the munitions busi- 
ness that new contracts would not be 
lavishly placed. 

“For several months the stock market 
has had in more or less constant con- 
templation the ending of this source of 
revenue for American companies, and 
emphasis had been laid on the opposite 
viewpoint, that these concerns still had 
much of this business unfinished on their 
books, in addition to which there were 
pressing orde:s for the regular output 
of the factories to be used in industry. 
For these reasons expressions of appre- 
hension over the threatened curtailment 
of the munitions business may have fig- 
ured less in the real feeling underlying 
the market than some of the professional 
speculators would have admitted. The 
readjustment which had been going on 
in these stocks had begun long before, 
the latest explanation for that readjust- 
ment was advanced. 

“Dealings in foreign exchange were 
marked by an advance in rubles to 
31.40, compared with 30.50 yesterday, and 
a recent low price of 30. There was 
also an advance in marks, which sold 
at 73%, against sales yesterday at 78%, 
while Austrian kronen were also quoted 
at higher figures. Sales were made at 
12.90c to the crown. 

“The recent movement of the rate of 
French exchange in favor of Paris was 
checked yand a slight recession from 
yesterday's prices was noted in some 
transactions, Francs sold today at 
5.344% to the dollar. In foreign exchange 
circles the arrested movement in French 
exchange was attributed to offerings by 
those who had bought francs at the 
low prices ruling last week, and who 
were now said to be offering remit- 
tances against these holdings. Sterling 
exchange was unaltered.’’
